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Reign was omitted of . the uſual and 
inveterate Endeayours againſt Liber- 
ty 5 little, and but what helſted, was' 
granted to Supplicants, according to 
' publick right 3 a certain Tmage .of 
Liberty, and ſhews of Kingly Cle- 
meney, portended Servitude to the 
defencelels. =. 

In this ſtate of liberty,ſo oppreſsd, 
and even expiring, there were not 
wanting among the Hungarians, Ge- 
nerous and Elevated Minds, who laid 
to heart. theſe deceitful Machinations 
and expert Counſels for publick De- 
{iruction, and humbly reprefented 
the Violence, and breach of pledg'd 
Faith, but with greater Zeal and Ear- 
neſtneſs, than Effe& : for as his Ma- 
jeſty had received that higheſt Royal 
Honour ctopt and defloured, fo 
whileft,according to Faith and Obl:- 
gunon, he ought to have reduced 
the ſame to former Integrity , he 
Governed rather by Arbitrary and 
baundleſ3. Poawer. 

Hereupon, from kind dutifulneſs, 
and reſpe& to Kingly Majeſty, (of 
which the Hunrgarian-Nation was 
always moſt obſervant) It was firft 
tried T” Petitions and Supplications, 
to moderate a rigorous Domination : 
but when neither Complaints nor 
Volumns fo often written, and re- 


.xxted, could ſtay the Violence of 


inordinate Power, a Remedy was 
ſought for thoſe Wounds, by Arms, 
Which publick Law pronounces juſt, 
and lawful, and to be laid hold of 
1n ſuch a caſe, when any King not 
obſerving the equal ballance of or- 
.dinary Power, proceeds to a prepo- 
ſterous Arbitrarineſs of Lording , 
.coatrary to the moſt manifeſt Rights 
and Priviledges of the Kingdom , 
-with Injury and Oppreſion of the 
-Jahabitants. EE 

And would to God the Arms taken 


#þ for Liberties, had been continued 
,3n better Order, ard more earneit 
been more 
becoming 


becoming and honeſt, to have renewed 
the brightneſs of obſcured Liberty , 
by generows aud conſtant Deeds, than 
fo undergo the Yoak of ſhameful Sla- 
very, through too much credulity and 
fatal diſcord. = 

But the innate Inclination of the 
Hungariax-People to diflenſion, and 
the Word and Promiſes of the Sa- 
cred, Imperial, and Royal Majeſty, 
which had a mighty bewitching pow- 
Er upon their minds, put a too haſty 
ſtopto ſo great Undertakings. 

For as ſoon as it was known in 
the Court at Vienza, that thirteen 
Counties had put on Arms to vindi- 
cate their Liberties, forthwith he 
ſent Letters to the ſaid Counties, com- 
poſed with exquiſite Art, to divide 
their Minds, 1n which he offer'd 
Grace to all tt.ofe , that Tepenting 
them of their defeQion, ſhould re- 
turn from the Kakotcian-Party , to 
due Obedience to the King : It'was 
added further, . that what Offence 
had hitherto been comthitted , no 
Court, no: Law ſhould” puniſh it 3 
all ſhould remain, as. to Life, Fame, 
Fortune, the poſſeſſion of Goods 
movable and immovable untouch'd 
and indempnified. | When they un- 
derſtood that this Pardon was pub- 
lickly ratified by the King's Faith, 
their Minds. being hurried diverſe 


ways, they loſt their Heat. and Vi- 


'gour, and Imprudently laying down 
their Arms, went back to their re- 
poſe indeed ; but for a ſhort time, 
they imagined that a'place of great 
favour was open to thoſe that would 
firſt occupy it, who (truly) wunder 
the ſhew of Indulgence were teſer- 
ved to aſecurer Revenge afterwat@: 
for-ſome_ paid it with their Lives, 
others with their Fortunes, ' dtHers 
with perpetual, Impriſpriment 3' this

Wound, or Death, .forthere were no longer 
any to oppoſe them by force; being beguiled 
by promiſe of Gras. i. 
. Theſe things done, they proceed to all 
manner of Afﬀictions, Rapines, and Villa- 
mes, which the unbridled and licengious Soul- 
dicrdid every where commit againſt the te- 
nour of the aforeſaid Patents, and Royal 
Security : Tetnples were defiled, and taken 
away, Caſtles demoliſt'd, - Noble Mens 
Courts overthrown, and Noble Men made 
Priſoners; and haP'd to the Tribunal .at Pof* 
voma, having unwarily given credit to a 
promiſed Oblivion : but many being more 
cautious, and foreſceing that under the mask 
of Kingly Grace ; were hidden fraudulent 
Enterpriſes,they ſhunn'd the prepared Snares, 
and: fled into this Ptovince under my Pro- 
tection.

'- Twas taken with horroutat the tidings of 
this dire calamity and unlooked for. Meta- 
morphis : and becauſe l eaſily foreſaw that 
this Whirlwind would break forth intomolſt 
grievous tempeſts, prejudicial to the Chriſtian 
World, I preſently, from a good and ſincere 
mtention, ſent my Envoy to his Sacred, Im-

might appear, the occafion long ſought for, 
was now greedily Jaid hold on,” whereby a 
Free Kingdom might be. turned into an He- 
reditary Poſſeſhon 3 preſently Violence was 
uſed,” the Honour of Liberties taken __ 
-the Supporters of Laws depreſs'd , 
' Nobles driven from their Inheritances and 
Houſes into Baniſhment and proſcribed, all 
theif Goods being: confiſcated.. Dignities, 
Honours, and Publick Offices, were be- 
owed upon Foreigners, in prejudice of the 
Rights ofthe Kingdom. Morcover,a Coun- 
cel of moſt rigorous Inquiſition 'was inftitu- 
ted dpainft the Vindicators of Liberty, and 
others, who they thought would contradict 
their unlawful] attempts. Three Counts, 
by unlawful Proceedings, were condemn'd, 
and lain by the deteftable hands of Common 
Executioners , to give'a; memorable In- 
ſtance of.

Walls were Rebels; on a'ſudden the Mini- 
ers of the Churches were thruft- out of 
the Pariſhes, and ſent to exile ; from others 
Promiſes of never returning being extorted 
by forceand threatnings, that ſo they might 
Preach no- more, they ſaved their Lives, 
and had liberty to depart our of their Coun:

- By theſe and other unexpreſſable Inju- 
ries afid Cruelties, the baniſhed Lords 
were provoked , having been precipitated 
by extreme Violence to the utmoſt loſs of 
Life, Liberty and Fortunes, arid being deſti- 
tute of all ſuccour from Chriſtians , they 
ſaw ho further hope of mitigating this Seve- 
rity, taking thefefore reſolution under ſo 
great Neceſſitfes for the relicf of the King- 
dom and ſo many Innocents expoſed to 
roine,. they fled to the Favout of the Re- 
ſplendant\Ofhomar Port, imploring the Pro- 
tection of the fame, againſt moſt unjuſt 
Violence. And their Propoſal was not in 
viin ; their Ren were caſily admitted, 
for thoſe whorir extreme hard Fortune and 
too 'tnuch Auſterity had expelled out of 


. their Country, to thoſe the Othowman favou- 


rableneſs graciouſly granted refuge, ſecu- 
rity -and means to ſuſtain ad ſupport 
Life.''

I know indeed there are many that put 
an il] conſtruction upon this aCt of extreme 
neceflity, and prepoſterouſly reproach the 
Hungatian Nation, and blame them as de- 
getiefate from the Chriſtian Name, but theſe 
People are either ignorant of the fundamens+ 
tal Liberties of Famigar), or too favourable 
to the Auſtrian Party. 


For they ſhould know and well obſerve, 
that the Kings of the Asyſtrian Family in 
=—_ obtain the Sceptre and Crown by 
Suffrages of free Election, (the ſame which 
in this Kingdom is both the moſt equal = 
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moſt ancient kind of Government) and are 
bound by Faith and Oath, which under the 
open Canopy of Heaven they are wont to 
depoſe to preſerve the Libertics. 


From this Faith and Oath there aroſe a 
true and proper Obligation, which was ne- 
ccſſary not only for exerciſing Government 
rightly and according tothe Preſcript of the 
Law and Royal Charter, but morcover gave 


| Power to the Palatihe of the Kingdom, as 


to the Keeper of the Liberties , that he 
miglit, together with the People, contra- 
ai and refit the King, when degenerating 
fro the allowed and ordinary Power, to 
Cruelty and an vnjuft Licenſe of Lording :

_ "Many Years are now paſe'd, ſince this 
moſt unhappy Kingdom, being placed be- 
tween two Powers, torn by the one, and 
preſs'd by the other, - repreſented to the 
whole World a miſerable Tragidy., the 
former never took up Arms againft Huvgea7, 
or laid them down, withour an increaſe of 
his Empire, but with the diminution of the 
home Borders of the Jatter : whence it is 
cone to paſs, that almoſt the 'whole is fallen 
under the Dominion of a. moſt' potent 


Neighbour, wherefore ſince this Kingdom 


every where bordering upon a moſt mighty 
Monarch, muſt of neceflity ſuſtain his. fir 

Afaults,' but the Houle of Avſftria ip their 
Governmint,hath never ſought or intended 
any thing, beſide the depreſſion of the 
Hungarians aad the ſubvyerſion of their Li- 
berties, and eſpecially the modern Cefarian 
and Kingly Majeſty hath forced the People 
of their own nature moſt plain and equal, 
to a diſgraceful lowneſs and a miſerable 


ſtate, whilſt deſparation , - which is moſt 


mighty in great perils, has armed them, 
arid finceby the ſpace of cleven years exile; 
they neither ſaw nor- conid hope for any 
moderating'of Oppreſſians, it ſecmed more 
adviſable to fly to the Protection of a moſt
